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Foreword 


In  presenting  the  exhibition  "The  Theatre  Collects  American  Art,"  the  Friends  of  the  Whitney 
give  us  a  sampling  of  the  predilections  in  collecting  of  present  day  actors,  playwrights  and 
producers.  The  exhibition  is  limited  to  American  art  of  the  20th  century. 

The  affinity  between  actor  and  artist  is  a  natural  one.  Many  actors  have  found  inspiration 
through  the  sweep  of  a  figure  or  a  brushed  gesture  in  a  canvas.  Charles  Laughton  has  stated 
that  nothing  gives  him  greater  understanding  of  what  an  actor  should  do  on  a  stage  than 
studying  the  drawings  of  the  Japanese  master,  Hokusai,  to  observe  how  the  artist  depicts  a 
man  walking  across  a  bridge  against  the  wind,  or  climbing  a  mountain  path.  Surely  some 
of  Elsa  Lanchester's  improvisations  are  straight  out  of  Hogarth.  In  doing  films  Laughton 
frequently  sends  his  cameramen  to  museums  to  study  Japanese  prints. 

Joseph  Jefferson,  while  speaking  of  the  difficulties  actors  of  original  talents  had  in  a 
conventional  theatre  world,  had  even  greater  sympathy  for  the  painter.  He  maintained  that 
painters  suffered  even  more  at  the  hands  of  Academicians  whenever  the\'  had  the  courage 
to  be  unconventional  or  experimental  in  their  work. 

Many  actors  have  come  to  appreciate  the  visual  arts  through  'sitting  for  a  portrait.'  The 
artist  seeks,  delves,  draws  out  a  sitter  much  as  the  actor  dissects  a  character  he  is  studying. 
A  mutual  respect  for  and  understanding  of  each  other's  art  forms  usually  develops.  David 
Garrick  and  Gainsborough  had  much  correspondence  over  how  Gainsborough  would  do  a 
composite  portrait  Garrick  wanted  of  himself  and  Shakespeare;  it  ended  with  Garrick  standing 


in  a  wooded  glenn  leaning  against  a  bust  of  the  bard.  Done  in  Gainsborough's  flashier  "Bath" 
period  it  is  still  a  sympathetic  portrait.  Garrick  was  painted  by  thirteen  other  artists  including 
Reynolds  and  Hogarth  and  he  purchased,  among  other  works  of  art,  four  of  Hogarth's  canvases 
for  his  home  at  Hampton. 

The  paths  of  actor,  playwright  and  artist  have  crossed  and  re-crossed  through  history. 
In  1771,  Voltaire  is  known  to  have  advised  Catherine  the  Great  to  buy,  "en  bloc, "  the  famous 
French  collection  of  Francois  Tronchin.  Sarah  Bernhardt  spoke  of  her  "delicious  '  little  pictures, 
Sacha  Guitry  and  Jean  Cocteau  built  admirable  collections.  In  our  time,  it  has  remained  for 
Edward  G.  Robinson  and  Vincent  Price  to  collect  in  the  grand  manner— that  is,  with  discern- 
ment and  love  that  amounts  to  passion. 

The  present  exhibition  is  evidence  of  a  continuing  and  strengthening  relationship  between 
the  arts.  Many  individuals  represented  here  by  one  or  two  canvases  have  splendid  collections. 

The  members  of  the  Exhibitions  Committee  of  the  Friends  wish  to  thank  all  the  lenders 
for  their  unfailing  generosity  and  cooperation.  We  wish  also  to  thank  the  Museum  staff,  espe- 
cially Mr.  John  Gordon,  on  whom  the  burden  of  most  of  the  assembling  of  this  exhibition  fell.

The  Friends  of  the  Whitney  Museum  is  a  non-profit  organization  of  collectors  and  others 
concerned  with  the  welfare  of  American  art,  who  have  joined  forces  to  assist  the  Whitney  by 
increasing  its  purchases  of  works  by  American  artists  and  to  carry  on  a  general  program 
aimed  at  stimulating  a  wider  interest  in  American  art. 

In  the  brief  span  of  five  years  we  have  grown  to  about  175  members  and  have  purchased 
for  the  Museum  39  paintings  and  11  pieces  of  sculpture.  I  believe  that  this  part  of  our  program 
has  contributed  materially  both  to  the  support  of  living  artists  and  to  the  greater  understanding 
of  their  work. 

A  very  important  part  of  the  Friends'  program  is  its  series  of  exhibitions— of  which  this 
is  the  fourth.  Last  year  we  showed  paintings  and  sculptures  from  the  collections  owned  by 
American  Businesses.  This  year  we  are  exhibiting  works  selected  from  the  collections  of  people 
in  the  theatre:  the  legitimate  stage,  motion  pictures,  radio  and  television.  It  is  the  hope  of  the 
Friends  that  this  effort  will  prove  a  stimulus  to  others  in  the  theatre  to  enjoy  the  pleasures 
and  rewards  of  collecting  American  art. 

Inserted  in  this  catalogue,  you  will  find  an  invitation  to  join  the  Friends  and  to  help  us 
with  the  important  task  we  have  undertaken.  To  do  so  is  an  affirmation  of  one's  belief  in  the 
vital  contribution  which  contemporary  art  makes  to  contemporary  civilization.
